1 . DS-636, a stateleas German national residing In Czecho- 

slovakia, vies issued a heeldence* Permit For a stateless 
Individual (Povolenl k po3.,fcu pro oeobu uez statnl 
prislusnostl) as his only personal document In Czecho- 
slovakia. This document served -the same purpose for 
stateless Individuals as did the identity Card (OP) 
for Czechoslovak citizens. It was not intended to 
serve as a travel document. The hesidence Permit was 
issued to German nationals who became German citizens 
during 1938 and 1939 because of the political situation 
in the country and who were not granted Czechoolovak 
citizenship. It was also issued to all persons who 
entered the country and requested political asylum. 

(Note: Source stated that quite a number of Austrian 

nationals came to Czechoslovakia and asked for asylum 
at the end of 195^ and beginning of 1955*) However, a 
stateless person was not issued a residence Permit 
while in prison. German nationals who had been released 
from prison and were leaving Czechoslovakia to return 
to Germany In the very near future were not Issued a 
ueBldence Permit ;*ut only a almple typewritten form w 
which stated that they had been released from prison, 
that they were German nationals, and that they were 
stateless, source Btated that these isesldence Permits 
were very rare — he saw only one other than hla own and 
he was told that hla document was the first of its kind 
to oe Issued in Kladno. 

. ■ The entire process concerning stateless Individuals was 
handled oy the District Command of Publio Security of 
the respective District National Committee. The Depart- 
ment for Foreigners of the District Command kept the 
records of stateless persons residing In the district 
and a record of stateleas persons coming to visit any 
community within the district. Stateless persons coming 
to visit for a period longer than one night had to 
register in the "house zook" which had to be taken to 
the District Command. The visitor also had to appear 
at the District Command in person to fill in certain 
forms concerning hia travel. This had to oe done upon 
arrival and departure. The District Command of Public 
Security apparently accounted for stateless persons 83 
did the Local Command of Public Security for the citlssna. 
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hhen the releese of i*: -636 from prison was imminent 
he mss urged to apply for Czechoslovak citizenship, 
v.hen he refused, he was told to report immediately 
after hia release to tne department for foreigners of 
the district Command of Public Security in the parti- 
cular district wiiloh, in i;ls case, was KJLedno. This 
office wee located across the street from the Kladno 
gymnasium, bource reported there on 5 August 1953* 

Ho had to formally apply for the Tvesldence Permit by 
fulfilling some forms, supplying s short autobiography, 
end providing four photographs. The forma were addressed 
to the ‘iegional Administration of the Ministry of the 
Interior, Regional .National Committee, in Prague. 

(Note: This office was reported by dc-04l as the 

official name for tne regional headquarters of the 
btate Security Police (ct/j).) Several dsys later, 
source was summoned to the district hetional Committee 
Cecuriti department where he was again urged to apply 
for Czechoslovak citizenship rather than to appl„ for 
a Kcsidence Permit as a stateless person, when he in- 
sisted on remaining stateless, they made an official 
record of his statement. Since source insisted on 
having a residence permit, he was told to report to 
the Kegional Administration of the Ministry of Interior, 
heglonal National Committee, in Prague-iiolesovlce, 
Kladenska street. This of floe was located in the 
temporary wooden barracks In the near vicinity of the 
r-xhioition Palace. (Note: houroe stated that in 1955 

this office was moved, hut he did not know its new 
location.) Source reported to the office in September 
1953. home of the officials there wore civilian clothing 
and some of them wore blue uniforms with red shoulder- 
boards. Source believed that those in plain clothes 
were Ct~> officials, bare source waa again urged to apply 
for Czechoslovak citizenship and told that even as a 
Czechoslovak citlz'!' ould be allowed to depart for 
Germany anould he 0 * do so. [Notes .source stated 

that actually this was stated in the law dating from 
April 1952 which dealt with granting Czechoslovak 
citizenship to stateless German nationals who had been 
granted German oltizenahip during 1938 and 1939 » However, 
in practice, the authorities did not want to let the 
Germans who became Czechoslovak citizens in conformity 
with this law leave the country.) „ However, source again 
.insisted on remaining stateless. After this, he wsb told' 
■that’ he could go, but was not definitely told whether or 
not he would be Issued a healdence Permit. In November 
195^ source went to the office again of his own socord 
to urge the issuance of the document. At that time he 
was told that It would not be necessary for him to come 
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again and that the document would oe sent to him. he 
reoelved the .tesidence Permit on 15 October 195^ through 
the department for Foreigners of the District Command 
of Public security, curing the tine since his release 
from prison until he was Issued the hesldenoe Permit he 
had in hie possession only a temporary statement of his 
identity, i'hic statement was also issued oy the above- 
mentioned Department for Foreigners of the District 
Command of Public loourity. This paper hod no photo- 
graph of source attached to it. When issuing the 
i’eoidcnce Permit, the Regional rtSmlnlatrotion in Prague 
cheokea source's personal documents which were contained 
in his court file. When source reported to the 
Department fcr foreigners in April 1955> in order to de- 
register becauae he was leaving Czechoslovakia, he was 
told to carTj his Residence Permit as far ob the border 
and to deliver it there into the hands of the Czecho- 
slovak offlclala checking his documents, he was urged 
not to forget this and to hand the document to the 
officials even though they did not aek him for it. 
Actually, source was not naked for the document at the 
border and he kept his Hesidence Permit with him. 

Source was issued the completed document and therefore 
he could not give any information regarding procedures 
and persons involved In preparing it. however, he 
knew t.iat the signature of the offlolol on page 3 of 
the document whioh reads "otars . Ctuj" was the signs ture 
of : tarsina (Master liergeant) Ctuj, the public security 
officer in charge of foreigners residing in the city of 
•lladno, . DtuJ-. was the official who always dealt with 
source when he reported to the Department for Foreigners. 
The abbreviation 5PUKL under Wo. 15 on page 7 of the 
document means "Sprava •acovnich utvsru napravneho 
zrleeni” - Administration of labor units of Corrective 
Institutions. On page 16 are tax stamps which were 
purchased by source -- one before he was Issued the 
document and thd other upon prolongation of the hesldence 
Permit. They were put into the document by the Depart- 
ment for foreigners, however, the price of the stamps 
was determined in Prague. Source stated that the price 
of the stamps, depended upon the income of the particular 
person, on Page 17 the two forms were stamped on the 
poge by the Workers' Department (Delnicke oddeleni) of 
the United: Dteel Works in Kladno. This department was 
described by source as the office to which a worker 
first reported after being sent to the Works by the 
labor office. This office also issued temporary and 
permanent work passes. On page 21 two forms were stamped 
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part of tha pagej *r a oat ter of foot, aouroa was sur- 
prised whan it waa pointed out to hi®.
